Massachusetts, gave a.talk a few evenings ago in Boston be- 
fore (he New England Trucking Agents' Association, in which 
he called particular attention to the danger of driving while 
under the iiifjuence of "honie brew." Of course everybody 
recognizes (he danger of operating an automobile while under 
the influence of any kind of liquor,-but Mr. Goodwin said

VJipmd \brew". is especially; bad'because of its effect on. the 
eye?; leading in many cases to temporary or permanent blind- 
ness. ;T1ie danger in operaliiig a motor vehicle while under 
the influence of this'treacherous beverage is such that Regis- 
trar Goodwin feels that (lie penalty should be imprisonment. 
He'does'ndl believe Ilial fines will do the business, lie said: 
'The.only-way 1 can see how we can ever stop or hope tb stop 
people from operating \yhile under the influence of liqijo'r is lo 
impose jail sentences^-np matter who they are. Fines won't 
doit."'.

Mr/.Gobdwih told of Ihe.lrtrge number of licenses thai had 


beerfsuspended or revoked1 durmg the year because of driving 
whiie,Under the influence of liquor,'and said that some of the 
offenders were business men of .good standing. Some of these 
explained.how they came tb drink, slating that they had been 
calliri£;on friends Whp iiiviled(hem lo "have just one drink 
for the.;S'ake of bldjtiniesr" «Th'e'results iji numerous instances 
were flashes bf (^ipbrary. blindness .while on the road, fol- 
lowed; by/co'ndUiofis end a tigering Ihe lives of themselves and 
those with fhenij as'We'll as'the safety of the public. Mr. Good- 
win spoke of (he great increaSe'iii the number of automobiles 
in use,-paying flus. hnigfit signify growth in prosperity and 
civilization., "but (he rapidly/mounting mjmber of killed and 
injured, bids us pause," he added.'

j In hisaddrSs^ Mr. Goodwin spoke again of a matier which, 


he called.to tile.'attention of drivers some-lime ago, when lie' 
urged every operator.to place his car under instant and perfect 
control whenever ft child is seen, in Ihe road ahead. He said it 
will not do lo-guess what the child will do. One is liable to 
jump just in .the opposite direction from that expected, and the 
only way fb iiisure safely is to have the machine under such 
perfecf'contrbl that the driver .will be master of the situation, 
whatever the child may-do, This .is good advice and, if fol- 
lowed, should".result-in p'reven'(lh£,many accidenfs, but there 
are -.Instances'/ill which (lie driver,has no time lo'do anything, 
as when a child darts from'behind a team or automobile di- 
rectly int.o the pafh'of the oncoming machine. 


But. fhenise of:."hooch" appears (p Registrar Goodwin the 


worst danger of all, .and fhe'chances.are (hat he has the Ihing 
figured but about right. .He declares that he has traced more 
deaths and injuries to this cause.i.n Massachusetts in one year 
than the stale lost in killed and wounded in (he World War. 


H is al| a very.serious question, one that has(received a great 


deal of threshing .without being disposed of.' It is still with 
officials, drivers and the public, and must not be allowed fo 
rest until conditions have been improved. There will always 
be danger as long as automobiles arc in use, but there should 
be no rest until this has been reduced lo Ihe minimum. 


Many will agree (hat (here should be a severer penalty for 


operatiiig under Ihe influence of ."hooch." There will be acci- 
denls in spite of all precautions, but inloxicalion is not an acci- 
dent and (here should be no palliation of such an offense on 
the part of the man'who sifs at Ihe wheel, "no matter who he 
is," as Mr. Goodwin rightly puts'it.
